AUGUSTA VISITED 
BY PLANE SQUAD

Augusta, Ga., September 
(United News,.)—Nine army air corps 


bombing airplanes bucked heavy head- 
winds and sidestepped storms in the 
southern skies like a crack open fieid 
runner evades tacklers in a football 
game and completed here tonight the 
first days’ flight of four hundred and 
ten miles in a journey from Langley 
Field, Va.. to Los Angeles.

“Please tell me what necessary 
to collect the money from my third 
Liberty bonds, and how you would 
recommend that I reinvest it.
